• Claim 1 , last line: the phrase "each other" was replaced with "the saturation 
magnetization of said recording and switching layers". 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed relative saturation 
magnetization directions. 

While the prior art of record disclose saturation magnetizations of the domain 
wall displacement layer and the recording layer being in opposite directions when 
exchange coupled at a temperature close to the Curie temperature of the switching 
layer, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious a magneto-opticai 
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recording medium wherein the saturation magnetization directions of the domain wall 
displacement layer is in an opposite direction to the saturation magnetizations of both 
the recording and switching layers.
